SUBSCRIPTION TO "THE GEORGIAN" NO LONGER INCLUDED IN THE 
ANNUAL MEMBERSHIP FREE OF OUR ASSOCIATION 


At the Annual Meeting of the Association on April 30, 1946, 
the question of continuing a subscription to "The Georgian" 

as part of the annual Membership fee of the Association was 
discussed. [It was pointed out that dquring the past two years 
the Association has tried to make satisfactory arrangements 
with the undergraduate’ organization responsible for the 

, Subscription service, but without success, because the task 

of handling and mailing "The Georgian" to such a large 
membership had become too heavy a task for the paid secretary 
of the undergraduates, and volunteer assistance was not 
dependable. The proposal that direct mailing by the publisher 
may be arranged, when and if a publisher with mailing facilities 
is obtained for’ "The Georgian", but only at a price too high 
(at least $1.00 per membership over and above the subscription 
itself) to be met by Alumni Membership fees. 


A number of persons present at the meeting stated that they, 
and many others would rather not pay the extra cost, and they 
suggested that the subscription privilege be eliminated from 
the annual membership fee, at the same time asking the Associ- 
ation to try and make subscription arrangements for Alumni 
members anxious to have their copies of "The Georgian" at the 
increased price, 


The matter was settlea by the following motion, passed with

that the membership fee shall not "include a 
subseription to The Georgian!.

NEW ANNEX ON STANLEY STREET 

To provide additional classroom and office space while 
awaiting the "new building", the College has leased the building 
now occupied by the Spanish and Portugese Synagogue, on Stanley 
Street almost directly across from the Y building. It will take 
possession on November lst, make alterations and renovations 
during the next few months and commence using the builaing at the 
beginning of the second term. These alterations will be quite 
extensive, and will provide for 14 to 16 classrooms and 4 to 6 
offices. 


THE PRINCIPAL VISITS OTHER UNIVERSITIES 

During the past few months, Dr. Norris has had occasion to 
visit three other universities in eastern Canada, to observe their 
campus and buildings and to meet members of their faculties. at 
Mount Allison. University, in Sackville, N.B., he was received by 
the new President, Dr.Ross Flemington, who was formerly principal 
of the Mount Allison Academy for boys, and shown about the grounds 
and buildings, viewing in particular the new men's residence in 
process of construction.

officials to look at the use being made there of Army huts for 
classroom purposes, he was received and shown around by Chancellor 
GP. Gilmour, whom many Georgian Alumni ‘will remember as the 
Speaker of seven or eight years ago at Sir George Williams college 
convocation,

Dean Hall left on August lst for Vancouver to attend a meeting 
of Canadian college and university officers called by the National 
Conference of Canadian Universities to discuss the problems of 
student veterans. Host for the conference was the University of 
British Columbia, whose president, Dr. N.A.M. McKenzie, now 
president of the N.C.C.U., will be remembered by Georgian Alumii 
as another of our graduation speakers of a few years ago. On the 
return trip from British Columbia, Dean Hall called at the University 
of Saskatchewan, and the University of Manitoba.

MAJORS 

for the first time in the history of the college, to my 
knowledge anyway, Majoring has been approved in the fields of 
Arts and Science in the following subjects: Chemistry, Mathematics, 
Physics. and Mathematics, Biology, English, Fine arts, History, 
economics, and Political Science, Sociology, and Psychology. 


A "major" is an approved sequence of at least six full courses 
in one of the above subject matter fields, which may include 
certain approved courses in other closely related fields. In 
English, ten courses (six courses beyond the four required by all 
Arts students) constitutes a major. 


Tne current College announcement carries detailed information 
of the requirements in detail for each of the above subjects, for 
anyone who may be interested. 


GRADUATE RECORD EXAMINATION 

“gar George tried another !first! this year when some members 
of the graduating class took the above €xamination. Perhaps the 
best way of presenting this is to reprint a memorandum on this 
subject which was received by the Dean. 


"The Graduate Record Examination is conducted by the Graduate 
Record Office of New York which is a research project of the 
Carnegie Foundation. The examination was developed by co-operative 
efforts of representatives of Several eastern universities including 
Harvard, Yale and Princeton. [It is taken by graduating students 
and forms a record to which various graduate schools and professional 
faculties may be referred. If a graduate's record is good, it 
gives additional data for him to use as a means of securing entrance 
to graduate work, : 

"The Graduate Record Examination was given this year for the 
first time at sir George Williams College. Nine members of the 
graduating class took the examination and their grades have been 
received. A compilation of tne results on the eight basic parts 
of the test shows that the Students taking the test here have 
obtained a higher average than the median of graduating students 
at eastern libersl arts colleges on whom the test is Standardized. 


"It might be mentioned in passing that this test is one of 
subject matter (knowledge) and does not attempt to measure either 
aptitude or attainment in terms of attitudes, abilities and skills 
which, according to the College Announcement, are the chief aims 
of the educational process.

In Winnipeg, I had lunch with Ed Smee, (arts '42) who seems 
to be doing a rushing job at the Winnipeg Y.M.C.A. All of 
these graduates and their families send greetings and best wishes 
to tneir fellow Georgians and kindly commissioned me to bring 
these greetings, which I am glad to do,

(Every now and then every one of us who has anything to do with 

&@ group such as our Association must ask himself "Just why am I 
doing all this?" and in the same way other members of the Associ- 
ation wno are perhaps a little more lukewarm in their activities 
must ask themselves "hat will I get out of it?" The writer, a 
member of the Class of '38, answers these questions for us, and 
presents a good argument for one of our more ambitious offerings - 
the Seminars. --ED. ) 


"Being actively associated for the past few years with the 
Association of Alumni, Sir George Williams College, as class 
representative and from that stepping stone, asked to assist on a 
few committees, I have had a chance to work with the executive and 
learn not only of their difficulties but of their achievements, 
workings and aspirations. I have paused to take stock of the group 
activities; and measure its success, not as a unit, but solely on 
a basis of what it has achieved and what it has offered me strictly 
from a self-centered point of view. 


"In the regular meetings, I meet my fellow year men, and also 
other alumni. To my mind, this is pleasant in itself. [I nave 
associated with these people: with some I have spent four years 
together, with others less, and with the more recent graduates - 
none at all. I am not reaay to cast away the friendships and 
associations made. JI do not think that TI will advance nyself 
socially with these people, but I am happy to make their sincere 
friendship ana good fellowship. I know that the evening students, 
especially, have not had as much time to make as many friends as 
they would have liked to. 


"Meetings take up time. Now, as a married man, I begrudge: the- - 
time spent - more now than in the past. But the wealth of infor-~- 
mation to be gained is amazing. The multitude of subjects, projects, 
and motions under consideration by the executive and committees is 
astounding.’ I spent four years in college - but only now do I 
begin to understand the college, its development and its aims.-

had a college education? for having had a free selection of 
courses, within limits, to suit your desires and abilities? 

NO institution makes money on its educational courses, Upon a 
monetary basis I could never get an education as reasonably by 
any other means, ‘fhe alumni .are still a long way from being in 
a position to endow the College. te must work to build up our 
Alma Mater so that we may* some day look back and say "[ remember 
Sir George when..." some of us have not received full recognition 
of our degrees - is it the fault of the College? I have never 
known it to misrepresent itself, nor to promise more than it 
could deliver. 


"Tf any one has been disappointed, it has perhaps been his 
own fault. The early Alumni all knew that this was a developing 
institution. Jo college is an "open sesame" to fame, fortune, 
education, or success. This all lies with the individual himself, 
and shall we say "some fate"(?). “he ability and ambition of our 
graduates can be seen by glancing through a record of the graduates 
and their present positions. 


"Why did TI accept re-election when the path and activities 
of the Association are not exactly strewn with roses. Man, it is 
the possibilities: 4 group of young educated people taking their 
places in the community; fulfilling their duties of citizenship 
with a fuller and greater understanding of their places and 
responsibilities to the community. 


“Many activities have been suggested, planned or tried with 
varying degrees of success, until the association now does not 
bite off more than it can chew. TI have entered many of its 
activities, some passively, in others resigned to my fate, but to 
most with enthusiasm. ‘Phe Purpose of this article is to bring to 
the attention of the Alumni one of these activities of the Associ- 
ation. Although not one of its foremost, the Seminar Group, to 
the few Alumni who participated, was its most successful and pro- 
gressive achievement, 


"Some of you have heard the report of the Seminar Group of 
two years ago. [ast year, unfortunately, no Seminar was held. 
This was not due to lack of support. It was the inability of the 
College to Supply a meeting room regularly among other things. — 
Incidentally, due to the voluminous amount of Paper work and corres- 
pondence, the Seminar Committee could not undertake the work wit hout 
the aid of a paid secretary. The number of the Sroup was limited 
by circumstances, and no leeway was &iven for absence. Accordingly, 
when attendance fell off it was sometimes embarrassing to have a 
lecture delivered to only a few people, 


"To my mind, the Seminar Course, ~ that is, a series of lectures 
to graduates, makes for a community of interest in the meetings, 
which has been lacking since our student days. We have met each 
other in studies, and in studies we Can continue to meet again.

“The Seminar never received the advertising and publicity 
that it deserved and needed. ‘The course as arranged for the 
first year was ten lectures given on ten consecutive Monday 
evenings. Three lecturers were the foremost psychologists in 
Montreal. There were several lecturers on economics and political 
economy, explaining Bretton Woods, and the San Francisco Conference. 
One lecturer was a member of the International Jabour Office. 
Science, Literature, and Art were other subjects. several 
lecturers were from §,.G.W.C. - Dean Hall, Dr. Bridges, Prof. D.B. 
Clarke. From McGill, Dr. Alexander, and from the University .of 
Montreal, Father Noel Mailloux, 0.P, 


“It has never been satisfactorily explained why once a student 
has received a college degree, he automatically becomes an educated 
person and no further education will he receive, or try to keep 
his education from going stale or outdated. ‘The purpose of the 
Seminar was for alumni to continue their education and also bring 
to their attention any new advances. ‘fhe series were kept short 
as a starter. Sociology and philosophy were not even touched. 

Talks on Canada's economy and political destiny were also eliminated. 
What do we know of the new science of Semantics, the science of 
words and their meanings? This we could learn. 


“Dr. Frances Alexander had the group enthused with her interest- 
ing lectures. Requests were received for additional lectures on 
"art As Applied Today". Further studies in genetics and eugenics 
would be welcomed. (Dean Hall is suggested.) After receiving an 
education, do you or [I know what education really is? What part 
of our education are we really lacking - individually, that is. 
What is culture? What is civilization? Personally, I.woula like 
to fina owt, to lead a fuller life, and to know what consists in a 
Fuli-Lite. 


"I can only suggest that all Alumni interested in this article, 
write their opinions to [Louise Daniels, the corresponding secretary, 
or get in touch with Phebe Prowse or Ted Lande, (Their numoers are 
to be found at the beginning of the Letter.--Ed.) ‘and try to 
organize a group for the coming season. as a last thought, would 
it not be in the college interest to co-operate and help in the 
groundwork of this post-graduate, self-educational series. 

Assistance would be appreciated in selecting subjects, suggesting 
Speakers, giving advice, and last but not least, supplying the 
necessary room to meet in.
